WhUe vacationing In New 
York, ' I dropped in to the Israel 
Exposition thdt had Just opened 
at 22 West 48th street under the 
auspices of the State of Israel 
Bond Drive. I was never more 
surprised to see the wonders of 
this exhibit and the accompUsh- 
ments of the four-year-old new 
State. Everything is to be found 
including machinery, automo- 
biles, cibft work, textiles, women's 
fa;^lons. tricycles and so on. but 
I was especiaUy interested In some 
fine candles on display as weU as 
a sound brandy, several sweet 
wines and olive oU. These have 
become an established export to 
this country. Though' made since 
Biblical times, their manufacture 
was not organised commercially, 
because of the Jewish-Arab com- 
petition, till the Eighteen BIghties. 

There are wine cellars tiear Tel 
Aviv and near Haifa and they 
are about as large as any to be 
found In Prance or Germany. "Jhe 
wines are wnt to this country 
under the Carmel label. The bran- 
dy is sweeter than the cognac, 
thoroughly delicious and well 
priced In relation to other bran- 
dies. A connoisseur liighly re- 
commended Carmel's sweet wines 
— tokay, port, pialaga. muscatel, 
sherry, etc. — but said that the 
dry table wines were a bit on the 
coarse side. 

The climate is too hot to pro- 
duce white and red wines with 
any subtlety. Five thousand acres 
are now under cultivation in Israel 
and 3,000 more have been allotted 
by the govertunent for expand- 
ing the wine industry.

TKe ciMrgency orcfer, effective 
July 25, is an effort to keep Virginia 
free of vesicular exanthema, a vims 
Asease of swine, which is a first 
cousin to foot and mouth disease. 

About six weeks ago, the disease 
broke loose from California, where 
it has existed for years. Dr. Bendix 
said. In the mterim, it has spread all 
die way U> the East coast, leaving a 
siring of dead pigs and shut down 
shugltter houses in its wake. 

Virginiii's action came after three 
Sonthem states had flatly banned the 
importation of hogs or fresh pork, 
and three more anncunced plans to 
do tttt same. 

"We had to act quickly to keep 
VirgiBia from becoming a dumping 
ground for half the infected hogs in 
the Midwest," Dr. Bendix said. 

The Slate Veterinarian said he 
would have banned the importation 
of fresh pork if he could have fig- 
ured out some pruclical way to en- 
force the ruling. Not much fresh 
pork comes into Virginia, however, 
he said. 

Vesicular exanthema spreads by 

■wdirect contact from hog to hog much 

like foot and mouth disease in cattle. 

However, it occurs only in hogs and 

occasionally and rarely in horses.

"This IS going to work a hsiltlship 
on buyers and packers (rf hogs," Dr. 
Bendix said, "but it will be far less 
costly than importing the disease." 

if the disease is diagnosed in one 
hog at onr st sckyard, that yard will 
be mmediately quarantined, and 
every hog in >! will be ordered to 
tunkaKe and the premises disinfected. 

Then test hogs will be kept on the 
premises for abo^t three weeks, if 
none of ihern are Tnlected, the yard 
may reopen. 

In CMi vesicular exanthema is 
diagnosed in a slauehttr house, all 
hogs and fresh perk will either be 
ordered processed to kill the virus or 
fjinked, Dr. Bendix said. 

Stockyards in Birmingham, .Ma. 
and Savannah. Ga. have already been 
/closed this way because of the infec 
lion. Dr. Bendix said. 

If the disease is diagnosed in a 
farmer's herd, all animals will be 
orctered slaughtered immediately and 
the premises quarantined until it can 
be disinfected. 

"If a breeder gets a case of vesci- 
cufar exanthema, he is out of the hog 
business as of that moment," Dr. 
Bendix said. 

Ihe recent outbreak first appeared 
June 3 in hOgs used by a Nebraska 
hog cholera serum plant.

Dining Cars 
ASoney in East 



Eastern ratbroads qient an av- 
et«ge of II M to coUeet $1.00 of 
dining-car revenue in IMl. it was 
repOTied today Hv the Eastern 
Railroad Presidents Conference. 

This figure is 26 cents higher 
than the average estunale off 
$1.31^ for all railroads aiuMHinced 
.ecently by the Interstate Con- 
-nerce Commission, which regu- 
lates the railroad industry in tne 
United States. However, the gov- 
ernment ageiwy pointed out that 
its ttgures did not include cost 
<tt transportuig cars and general 
overload. 

The latter includes such ex- 
pensive iiems as air conditioniittt, 
Turn tare, fixtures, heating aitd 
lighting. It also includes allow- 
ance for depreciation on the cost 
of the diner, which fetches as 
■'■«.i^*\ as tlfia.eOO these days, or 
about enough to put a Mg'cttjr 
ies4,auraiic ur night club in busi- 
ness. 

If all these "proper charges" 
were counted in, as is customary 
in less regulated industries, the 
outlay to bring in one dining-car 
dollar would boost "real expense" 
by 25 cents and Increase the re- 
ported Cost of $1.39 to $1.84, the 
rail men stated. 

A spokesman for the Eastern 
Railroad Presidents Conference 
explained the rails' continued op- 
eration of u nprofltable dining 
service: 

"American railroads tradition- 
ally have accepted the duty of 
providing th<^ highest quality of 
food service to their passengers, 
even though prices that would be 
Within the means of passengers 
have never approached our actual 
costs. The railroads have no 
thought of seeking to discontinue 
this operation and. in fact, In 
many cases have been improving 
it with the most modern equip- 
ment and catering device. 

"However, thefe ari other un- 

nfofltable r^Hgoad serviQ^ whloh 
not affect the passenger pfao- 
lic generally." he added. "Their 
upkeep cuts deeply into railroad 
returns, draining funds away from 
inadequate cash balances. Their 
elimination would inconvenience 
no ciie andt actually would help 
improve the general service effi- 
ciency. Yet we are prevented 
from discontinuing them without 
obtaining prior permission of reg- 
ulatory authorities, which is

The Jaw Is pretty comprehen- 
sive. On the farm. It covers 
crop sprays, weed killers, stump 
destroyers and wood preservers, 
and In the home, sprays and 
powders for roaches, ants and 
other garden pests, to name a 
few Items in each category. 

Lt is one bf the few laws 
which hold the manufacturer 
responsdble if his product doesn't 
do what he claims in any way 
that it will do 

If he claims by radio, advertis- 
ing or label that his Insecticide 
will kill flies, it must actually lay 
to many files low to the labora- 
tory. 

The state chemists, the Federal 
food and drug and Department of 
Agriculture people have worked 
out official standards of bug kill- 
ing, weed destroying, disinfecting, 
and what have you to Judge 
claims by. 

Crux of the law is that all in- 
secticides, fungicides and herbi- 
cides sold in Virginia have to be 
registered with Jones, who decides 
according to the law whether they 
qualify. 

These official teeth have en- 
abled the Department to keep the 
current welter of new Insecticides 
out of the State until they have 
been tested by approved State, 
Federal or private laboratories.

Marion B. Fobom, chairman of the Com- 
nrittee for Economic Development, said, "M the controls we 
Invc had for (he past year and a half have had one good 
teMrit, it is that fewer people now feel that prices and wages 
should be permanently regulated by the government."

The situation "cleared only when Cony^ess passed an amend- 
tteot to the law which forced OPS to moderate its stated. Had 
Aat not been done, the shortages would undoubtedly have 
grawn still more severe, and more and more of the available 
meat supply would have found its way into black markets. 

The recent potato shortage is another example of Ae folly 
of, trying to run the economy by bureaucratic edict. ^

abundance only when the regulating is done by the natural 
law of su(^ly and demand. , '

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Turkey 9r«Hmi 
Are On Decrease 

Virginia's tremendous expansion di 
turkey broiler production is apparent- 
ly beginning to level off, Henry M. 
Taykw. Virginn Department of Agri- 
culture chief statistician, reported this 
week. 

The number of turkey eggs set dur- 
ing the week of July 12 dropped hc- 
low the same week a ymr ago, the 
first lime that 1952 weekly set Ibs 
been under a year ago. 

Up until the week of July 12, egg.s 
set this year had been running well 
ahead of last year. The Shenandoah 
Valley set this year sq far is 12.612.- 
000 eggs compared lo 7,774,000 at 
the same time bst year. 

The mid-July drop in eggs set indi- 
cates a cut-back in broilers, Taykir 
said. The efcg set for production of 
mature birds is about oNtt. 

Ihe supply and demand stage was 
set for a decline in turkey broiler 
production, Taylor said. Prices have 
dropped from peaks of 40 cents a 
ponnd in February and March to 
around 29 cents. 

The price drop folkmed tieavy 
marketing of the broiler and fryer 
type birds and, until recently, heavy 
competition from chicken broilers. 

Chicken broiler supplies have been 
dropping and prices advancing in re- 
cent weeks, Taylor said. Cut-backs 
in chick placements by growers 12 to 
14 wwIm ago ia -aatMpatkm of a 
seasonal price drop are beginning to 
be felt

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Greyhouiid Breeders 
Go the limit To Get 
One Fine Champion 

Greyhound breeders have been try- 
ing for many years to control the 
characteristics of their animals thru 
selective and line breeding, according 
to R. J. Crouch, one of the leading 
kennel owners at the ( av.ilicr Kennel 
Chib. That they were able to achieve 
a measure of success is indicated by 
the higher speeds recorded by motlern 
champions and larger percentage of 
useful dogs preserved from each litter, 
but even Ihe most successful of 
breeders admit they are a long way 
from being rble to get the sort of 
dogs they ttesire from any one mating. 

Crouch brought an example of one 
rather cosily breeding experiment to 
Cavalier this season who is "beginning 
to give promise of repaying the labor 
and cost, but many other equally ex- 
pensive experiments have ended in 
failure. This particular breeding pro- 
duced several excellent pups, one of 
which, Comber's Son. may soon 
graduate into stellar ranks at Ihe 
Moyock racing oval. 

Comber's Son is the produce of a 
mating between Beach Combed and 
Thrifty Oifl. the two parents being 
selected for individual qualities, which 
when combined, might produce iin 
Improved type. Beach Comber, the 
sire, was a great champion, winder 
of more races in his career than any 
other racing greyheund in history. 
This former track star had daaling 
early speed that brought him clear of 
all interference. The dam. Thrifty 
Girl, started rather sidwiy, but usually 
finished a race with great courage. 
A blend of the two racing styles was 
expected to give the breeder animals 
with early font and staying qualities. 

In Comber's Son, Crouch has al- 
most got what he sought. The pup 
starts fast and finishes strong, an 
ideal combination of qualities. Unfor- 
tunately, he has not the cleverness o( 
either parent in negotiating tightly 
packed fields, and thus lacks some- 
thing of true perfection. On occasion 
Comber's Son races like his daddy, 
getting off fast and holding a steady 
pace throughout a 5/16 mile course. 
Other times he starts late and closes 
with p B"^"' burst r»f sneH. like his

New Tork is rich with the gifts 
of the Rockefeller family — and 
so is oiv own WlUiaafc^nrg here 
in VlrgUda — bat certainly one 
of the most unusoal of the Rocke- 
feller philanthropies Is this besu- 
tlfal Ckilsters, the oasis of the far 
away and km ago, a minion 
miles In spirit from the hustle 
and bustle of the city, only forty 
miniites by Ptfth Avenue bus or 
less by the Eighth Avenue sub- 
way from midtown Manhattan— 
surely well worth an afternoon of 
anybody's time.' 

I visited the Ckilsters on a Sun- 
day afternoon and stood in the 
okl herb garden as I listened to 
a recorded program of the simple 
and lovely music of ten centuries 
ago as It echoed through the (far- 
den, haUs, chapter houses and 
Oburts of this great edifice. 

The Channel Gardens flowing 
from fifth AvMiue down to the 
steps leading to the Prametheseus 
Fountain in Rockefeller Pass, are 
all abloom with beautiful snap- 
dragons of all hues, ageratum and 
s»lvla. Visitors from all over the 
world sit on the stone benches 
nearby and dream of their own 
hometown gardens. Visitors to 
New York after September 4 will 
find the fall chrysanthemums set 
in to feast upon. 

Idea for Beach Garden Clubs 
for next year: It took the Brook- 
lyn Botanical Gardens to come up 
with a real idea for the Young 
Pry of the area. Last March, a 
chlkiren's garden was planted and 
ever since, on Saturdays. Brook- 
lyn's youngest gardeners have 
watched the growing plants and 
tended them with loving care. 
This children's garden Is an all- 
summer acUvlty and although 
space assigned to the tots for this 
been welcomed and have been 
year is limited, spectators have 
found hanging over the fence 
watching the young, industrious 
Brtwklynltes exercising their small 
green thumbs on Saturdays. It 
was great fun to visit this spot 
and watch those young Americans 
in wholesome endeavof . 

Which reminds us that the Gar- 
dtti -rherapy project of the Vir- 
ginia Pederation of Garden Clubs 
should prove most interesting in 
Its devekwment under the chair- 
manship of Mra. Gustav Schnei- 
der, a member of the Winona 
Garden Club. Under this project 
every club in the 8t»te is slated 
to work witli veterans' hospitals, 
mental institutions, crippled chil- 
dren's hospitals, institutions for 
the blind, homes for the unwed 
mothN*8, tuberculosis sanltoria and 
the like, supplying flowers, bulbs, 
growing plants, bottle gardens, 
didi gardens and aquariums, and 
assisting the hospital staffs in 
Uidhg garden therapy to reclaim 
Mtlents. I recall interviewing a 
Umg Island garden clubber In 
New York who told me of the 
great work they had done In pro- 
moting itnnual flower and garden 
bedside ^ows for the veterans.

this section are left bare over winter.

"Six Angels at My Back" (Mac- 
millan) is the first novel written 
by a native Virginian, John Bell 
Clayton, who was bom in Cralg- 
viUe. It's a dramatically told 
story of a pretty sordid world, 
that of "poor whites" living on 
the Florida Gulf and of shocking 
and pathetically Ignorant people. 
It's really a depresser and not rec- 
ommended for light summer read- 
ing — maybe later on in the 
wintertime. Clayton writes sim- 
ply and direct, a flashback of his 
reporting days. He had his first 
newspaper job In Charlottesville 
and his latest with the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner. He won the 1947 
O. Henry Memorial first prise and 
has sold several short stories. By 
the way, this is MacmlUan's first 
experiment in using a paper cover 
for a good noval and bringing the 
price down to one-fifty. You may 
like it, but it is not a pleasant 
story.

Results of an aerial census of Tfale- 
witcr Virginia's waAirfowl nesting 
area have recently been released by 
Chester P. Hielps, chief (A tlie Com* 
mlsskin's game division. 

Charlie Gilchrist. Commission 
game technician who flew the afea. 
reported A black ducks, 65 wood 
ducks and 4 mallards seen on 100 
miles of line on I creeks. Recorded 
on 900 miles of line on 7 rivers in 
the Tidewater section were 93 black 
ducks and 136 wood ducks. 

In cooiieration with Maryland and 
Delaware, the census was made dur- 
ing the latter part of July to gather 
index figures for use bV ikc shrtes, 
the Atlantic lA'aterfowl CouHCit, and 
the U. S. Pish and WildMfs lervkc. 
The aerial surv^ lines, ebvcilHg a 
kno<^n arcs, will supply Scrvke Ua- 
listicians with information from 
which the average population of 
waterfowl nesting in Virginia can be 
computed. 

If results of the aerial census prove 
significant, the 'three ^operating 
states plan to continue ihe surveys 
each year to determine trends in 
duck rHttHilatlops aiMl thereby aid in 
mlablishinit future hunting regula- 
tions.
